Follies DI / and that he had ſent the Suk to hun on Board three Ships, 44%. the Samuel and Mary, the Thyer, and the Ls- 
ian Merchant. 

Mr. Alb; writes ta, the fame Eſfect, and then ſends Accompts of his Fatoridge for the ſame; and aſſures Mr. Follife, thac 
the Silk was bought as cheap as any was then fold : And though Silk might after have been boughe cheaper, yet he could noe 
eſteem the Silk ſent to b+ over rated an Aſper, although taken in Barter of Mr. Fcl:fe's Cloth.
